A LECTURE DELIVERED REFORE THE CHICAGO SECULAR 
UNLON, FEB, 20, 1887, BY GEN. M, M TRUMBULT, 


Reported for the Independent Pulpit. 

Tn religion, Jefferson was a Freethinker; in social 
theory, he was an Individunlist; in politics, he was a 
Democrat; in theories of government, he was called 
an Anarchist. As you and I may dilfer on the defini- 
tion of the word “Freethinker,” perhaps it would be 
best to allow Jefferson himself to say what he meant 
by it. I quote froma letter on the duty of Free- 
thinking, which he wrote to his nephew, Peter Carr. 
He said: : 

“Shake off the fears of servile prejudice, under 
which weak minds are servilely crouched. Fix rea- 
son firmly on her scat and call to her tribunal every 
fact. every apiniou. * * * Do nob be fright- 
ened from this inquiry by any fear of its conse- 
quences, If it ends in a belief that there is no Gud, 
you will find incitements to virtne in the effort and 
plensantness you feel in its exercise, and the love of 
others which it will procure you. Tf you find reason 
tabelicyvo there isa God, the consciousness that you 
aro acting under his eye, and that he approves you. 
will be a vast additional incitement; if that there be 
u future state, the hope of a happy existence in that 
state will increase the appetite to deserve it; if that 
Jesus was also a God, you will be comorted by a 
belief in his aid und Jove. fn fine, l repeat, you 


must lay aside all prejudice on both sides, and neither 


believe nor reject anything because any other person 
rejected or believed it. Your owr reason is the only 
oracle given you by heaven, und you are answerable 
not for the rightness but the uprightness of its de- 
cision.” $ 

Here is no expression either for or against any reli- 
gion or form of religion whatever. It might have 
been written by any Christian willing to submit his 
faith to the test of credible evidence, and the analy- 
sis of reason, that sublime defense which the Creator 
has placed behind the forehead of every man to 
protect him against imposture and lies. Yet the 
musical tone of the sentiment, ringiug round the 
world in harmony with universal law, tells us that 
it must have been written by an Infidel. Unhappily

servility of these devotees is condentned in the epistle 
‘Neither believe nor reject anything 
because any other person ever rejected or believed 
it.”  { have always admired the remark of a certain 
doctor who once lectured before this society. One of 
the members, in eriticisiug him, called his attention 
td the authority of some uanous physician, to which 
tho Jecturer replied with some impatience: “Ty mysli, 
am authority on this question.” Self-conceit is a 
mark of Roniiiees: but self-confidence is a mark of 
strength. Whenever auyone trices to overpower you 
with “authority” in matters of religions opinion, 
whether it be the authority of Bibles, Korans, Apos- 
tles? Creeds, or Catechisms; the anthovity of synods, 
sanhedrims, or ceumenical councils; the authority of 
popes of Rome, or Canterbury, or Constantinople, 
answer with the independent self-respect of n Free. 
thinker and says “I, myself, ani authority on_ this 
question; and to my own conscience alone ant ree 
sponsible, and not even to that for the rightness, but 
only for the uprightness of my decision.” The writ- 
ings and opinions’ of wise and virtuous men on any 
subject are worthy of study; they are indeed parts of 
our education; but we should never allow the wisest 
of them tospeak to us with “authority” in matters of 
religion. Authority is always ambitious, and is for- 
ever striving to extend its dominion over all tho inter- 
ests, and all the relations of men. A feeble Italian 
priest, of the very uarrowest education, an elderly 
gentleman who does not understand so well as the 
little news-oy on the street the genius of our insti- 
tution, vor the political character of our people, sends 
his authority all the way from Rome to domineer in 
the politics of New York; and American citizens who 
know ten times more than he does, actually bow their 
heads in degrading submission to that authority. They 
do not know their own minds until after they hare 
heard frim the holy father, There is not one grand- 
mother in Chicago who has brought up chil- 
dren in honor who is not holier than he. And to 
Americans, the grandmother is a safer political guide 
than any holy father or holy grandfather in the land 
of Italy. 

Jefferson has been canonized as the founder of a 
great party, and yet he held in bitter scorn the putty 
men who lay their manhood at the fect of the cau- 
cus, and hold their ballots subject to the call of party 
discipline. [n 1789, he wrote to Fraucis Hopkins and 
said: “fam nota federalist because [never snbnit- 
ted the whole system of my opimons to the creed of 
any body of men whatever, in religion, in phi- 
losophy, in polities, or in anything else where Twas 
capable of thinking for myself. Such an addiction is 
the last degradation of a free moral agent. TF1 could 
not go to heaven Dut with a party I wonld not go to 
heaven at all.”

WHAT NEXT? 

During the past week a number of women 
have been employed by some of the churches 
of this city nt $2 per day to go abaut with pe- 
titions fôr signatures to prohibit baseball 
playing on Sunday, Tho council has already 
pasecd an ordinance, at the request ofa 
numisr of clergymen, prohibiting sports of 
any kind upon any public grounds, strovts or 
alloys of thocity, with which these gentlemen 
of the cloth are not satisied.-Loarenworth 
cor, of Kangas City Times, 

Tho threat, or promise, of chief 
presiding officer Ellen Foster that 
the Prohibitionists would “keep 
right on till they bring every man 
to the feet of Jenva” seems to be 
the motto of the Leavenworth cler- 
gy and of their women workers. 
“These gentlemen of the cloth are 
not satisfied” with “prohibiting 
sports. of any kind upon any public 
grounds, strects or alleys of the ci- 
ty” on Sunday; they now propose to 
invado private grounds also, 1f the 
boys happen to own a few vacant 
lots within the city limits, and if 
they think it better for their health 
and manhood to spend a few hours 
in the exercise of their muscles in 
ball playing, instead of attending 
church or Sunday School, they must 
be driven off those grounds by tho 
peliceman’s club—driven beyond 
the city limits lest tho sight and 
sound of such sacrilegious games 
should distract the medita- 
tions of church-going people, and, 
perhaps, tempt somo to stay and 
witness the sport instead of going 
to hear the sermon or Sunday 
school lesso 

By and by theae clergymen will 
find that driving the ball players 
beyond tho city limits will not help 
to fill the churches, ‘Then they will 
send these same women clectioncer- 
ing from house to house for a law 
prohibiting the game of baseball, or 
other Sunday recreations, anywhere 
within tho limits of tho state.

History is simply repeating itself, Are not 
tho churches combining to securo a law by 
whieh they mny use the arim of vlvil powerto 
compeb everybody to observe the Sabbath 
As appoare religious in thelr opinion? We 
protest against this infclngoment of our 
fuudamentnt Nbertics and oqual rights.

formatory questions as no part of Spir- 
ituolism. 2: 

Toa very large extent this charge 
is true in sissy to Secularists, Irec- 
thinkers or Rationalists of every 
grade, We depend too much upon 
the public school, upon books and 
papers, and upon individualistic 
effort, and fail to avail ourselves of 
the strength that comes with or- 
ganization. Wo all know the pow- 
er, for good or evil, of carly im- 
pressions, and yet we send our 
children to Sunday schools under 
the delusive impression that they 
will not be influenced by the false- 
hoods anq superstitious notions 
there inculeated. We have heard 
good, honest and earnest Liberals 
talk like this: 

“Oh, well, iet the children go to 
thoSunday School. I got my first 
startin Frecthought by listening to 
the absurdities of tha Bible as 
taught in Sunday schools.” 

While to the well balanced intel- 
lect there may be but little danger 
of contamination from listening to 
such teachings, yet to the child of 
emotional nature the effect must 
necessarily be disastrous,

a nickel n week. Use it to spread the 
light, And, when all tho small bodies

A FEW CRITICISMS, 

I have numborod certain sentences in 
A. Warren's reply to Mrs. Fowler, which, 
I think, call for a fow words from me 

1. Ijnidge that most of those who 
read Mr. W.'s article in Luciren of 
March 11, concluded that he referred to 
me as one among those who had not yet 
“eunceived of the holy ghost of freedom.” 
But it 18 immaterial, : 

2. My contention is that the “free” as- 
sociation in which the freedom consists 
merely in “not telling” will never win 
for us true liberty in sex rolations. Such 
freedom as that is no new thing, and 
still society is full of corruption and 
men apd women are slaves to custom 
and the stats. It takes studied offort 
to keep such relations socret, and this 
makes them clandestine and surrepti- 
tions, Mr. W.’s fino word play to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The right to 
be won is the right to live together (if the 


parties choose), withon$ denying or at- 
firming anything. That living together 
may bea matter of convenience in buei- 
ness, if may be dictated by friendship, it 
may be for sexual sssuciation, or it may 
be for all these purposes or becnuse of 
sll these roasone. So Jong asn man 
must guard against surprise or epying 
when attending to his own affairs Ae is 
not free, 

3. Until we shall have won the right 
to live and work together (it we choose) 
without danger of fines and imprison- 
mentif wo have failed ta comply with 
certain red-tape regulations, wo must 
either not love at all or love clandes- 
tinely, 1, c, wo must not associate with 
those of opposita sex or we must care- 
fully conceal the fact of such association. 
Theoreticully, wo havea a right to con- 
ceal these things, but practically it is 
impossible everyw here savo ina few 
of the larger cities. There can be no 
permanent happiness where one must be 
continually on the watch against sneaks 
aud police officials. To so live 18 not 
to be free, but is to be slaves to those in 
“authority above us.” 

4, The senso in which, as I think, all 
Anarchists and Mutualists uso the word 
“contract” is that of consent or ogree- 
ment. The contract may be written or 
oral, expressed or implied, for a longora 
short time or for an-iudefinite period; 
it may or may not bo attested by wit- 
nesses or sworn or affirmed before a 
notary,—all these are incidentals, tho 
essential fact is that two or more per- 
sons have founda mutual act plessura- 
ble in some or many ways. Mr. War- 
ren cannot even buy the paper upon 
which he shall write his noxt article for 
Lucirser without entering into a con- 
tract with his stationer, Only govern- 
mentalists can consistently repudiate 
the word contract, for only where thore 
is mutual consent can there be a con- 
tract, and as government rests upon in- 
vasive force, those who defend the State 
cannot be expected to look favorably 
upon a word which implies the consent 
of all the parties to the transaction. But 
why Mr, W. should object to the word I 
counot understand, 

5. It may not be necessary that Mr, 
W. should live with any one, but he has 
the right so to do if ho chooses, and the 
opportunity to exercise that right should 
be free to him, as to all others But 
there are very many who find it neces 
sary to thoir happiness to live with those 
they love, and Mr. W, should not pre- 
sume to eny that, merely because of this 
necessity of their natures, they are less 
devoted friends of Liberty than he him- 
self is. 

Why Mr. Warren should say that Mr, 
Harman “coined tho phrase ‘freedom of 
contract,’ is beyond my comprelen- 
sion, Assuredly, he must have been fa- 
miliar with that phrase long years be- 
fore he even heard of Mr. H. I know 
that I used it years ago, and it is of fre- 


quent occurrence in the writings of many 
older Individualists. w

Tam somewhat disappointed in your 
last article, in that you saw fit to post- 
pone or evade tho questions that went to 
the root of the matter in controversy, 
and contentod yourself with some fur- 
ther personal apologies for Walker nnd 
Harman, and somo personal criticisms 
of my poor self, As to your ideal indus- 
trin] home, it has not been my intention 
to criticise'it; for, boing proposed ns an 
aid in the work of human emancipation, 
my sympathies have been in its favor, 
abd nothing would prompt meto oppose 
it, but to learn that it 1s to be based on 
a foundation essentially incompatible 
with its dosign. 

Your charge that the other Individual- 
ists want Lucifer to say “We intention- 
ally disobey tho law," seems tomo wholly 
unwerranted.

Thero is plenty of evidence 
that comrade Walker is a genuine friend 
of freedom, but his marriage, and conse- 
quent sufforing, are no part: of that ovi- 
dence. (1) Idid notsay that bo has not yot 
conceived of the holy ghost of, freedom. 
Lifttendod the remark for no ono in par- 
ticular, and uo one neol appropriate it, 
unless it be Mr. Harman, who coinod 
tho pbraso “Freedom of contract.” 

Of course, you all have the ripht to 
differ with mo, You havo aright to give 
your wholo strength to the maintenance 
of the right to get married by contract; 
but when you go further, and demand 
that I help to furnish tho sinews of war, 
on the ground that wo are all alikein- 
terested in the rosult, your action ssoms 
to mo alittle queer; and wheu you o 
further still, and throalen to disown mo 
for proposing to dispenss with ovon the 
contract, and every other device that my 
oxperionce has taught mo to recognize ag 
a yoko, it seems more anid more queer. 
Somo of you belong to a secret organi- 
zation of fres lovers, and some, if not all, 
of the members of that organization bo- 
lievo inthe “Variety” theory. ‘his class 
do not, as a rule, publish their love 
wfairs, ‘They know that in their case it 
would bo a mischiovous kind of nom 
sense to do so.
